Nor bave I mada 
apy allegation, except in self-defeneo, in 
reply to charges against myself. I regret 
extremely that the controversy should have 
ngsumed such a tone, but I may renund my 
readers that I am in uo way responsible £. 1 
it. . 

‘In conclusion I may be allowed iv refer 
to some of the difflenttics ander whith I 
hese labored in making up this vindicutton 
of my professional character. I have been 
unable for obvious reasons to allude to

complaint against the Prussian Government 
which, while allowing my adversaries access 
to the State archives, refused. m¢ the ssimne 

rivileges ‘An I have shown iu the bady 
Of this little work, these officiel sources are 
& very ‘miscellancous character; but 
among them there are important ducaments 
relating to the case of the late Emperor 
which, in justice to me, should not hava 
been kept from publication. Amiong others 
may be mentioned the protocols of Pro- 
fessor Vun Schrotter, Dr Krause and my. 
self, drawn up in Novomber, 1887, and 
more especially the written refusal of the 
Emperor (then the Crown Prince) to submit 
to any other external operation’ than tra- 
cheotomy. . The ‘protocols. which” it is 
proved that Professcrs Gerhardt and Von 
ergmaun gent into the Haus Ministrum, 
would also furnish intoresting reading, and 
would show what really were the views of 
these gentlemen before I was summoned to 
Berlin, The. frst report of Professor Vir- 
chow would also be highly instructive: “I 
can ouly hope that these documents ond 
other matters bearing’on this historical case 
will ome day be mada public. - I,. at least, 
have no reagon to fear the full light of day.’ 

Dr Macketizie then dosoribot: the hasty 
circumstances under which he wes summon. 
ed to Berlin, hia first meeting with the Ger- 
man doctors, and says: ‘J confoss that I 
felt some surprise that among those with 
whom I waa invited to take counsel in a case 
of such importance there was not at least 
one leading German specialist in throat dis- 
eases, Every laryngolngiat could without 
difficulty name several imen in’ Germany 
whose reputation waa not. confined to their 
own country. Their absence here. evenied 
to me so significant that L rathor hastily 
concluded that tho. nugust patient must be

the Jaryngeat affection’ was only an accid- 
ental complication, 

‘Whon I hnd made my -oxamination of 
! the Crown Prince tha. dactora and I with-

matter; Gerhardt and Fubvid gave the 
positive opinion that the dinos:.- was cancer: 
ous, and Bongmann, though oxpressing him- 
aelf mere guardedly, substantially syrood 
with thom, All, three wore unanimous 


[in thinking that a cutting operation fram 


the eatside would be necessary for the re- 
inoval of the growth. Tho precise natura 
of the surgical procedaro that would bo re- 
guired wan nover discussed in my presence. 

ih fact, our consultation never reached ‘a 
atage nt-which thot question would havu 
come up for cunsideration. When it cama 
my tum tospeak I said that thers was noth- 
ing characteristic in the appearances of tho 
growth, and that it wns quite impossible to 
Rive i definite opinion a8 to its uature with- 
outa more dearching examination. I point- 


j od out that tho opinion expressed by my 


colleagues had been come to, on what seem- 
ed: to me to be insufficient grounds, and 
they had omitted the most. cssential ond at 
the sama time the most obvious means of 
arriving at a correct diagnosis. Tho firat 
thing to bo done was to pick off a piece of 
the growth through the natural posange and 
have it examivod microscopically by an 
oxpert. - 

* ‘Gerhardt said that it would be difficult 
if-not impossible to da this, on account of 
the awkward situation uf the growth, and 
Tobold expressed a similar opinion. While 
admitting that the operation in this caso 
presented oxesptional difficulties, I ssid I 


| thonght it could ba done and that ot any 


rate it should be attempted. I then turn- 
ed to Gerhardt and said to him : * Will you 
try?" and ho replied, ‘F cannot operate 
witl forceps.” Inext saked Tobald if he 
would make the attempt, but he alan 
declined, saying; ‘I no longer vperate."” 
These replies increased the surprise which I 
already felt at a case of such a uuturo hav- 
ing been intruated to the handa of these 
gentlemen.’ 

Mockenzia describes the first operation 
on the Crown Prince's throat in removing o 
pieco of the growth for Virchow to ex- 
amine, and says that hevalked home after- 
ward with the Crown Prince, who talked 
serioualy about hia condition and expressed 
supremo dissatisfaction with Gerhardt, 
Mackenzie males an exhaustive defence 
againet the accusation of. the German 
doctors, that in this operation hia forcopa 
seriously injured a voeal cord. He -alao 
denies the charge that ho 100k thy case out 
of the hands of the Germans, He saya: 
‘ They had called me in and [had given wy 
opinion, to which (outwardly, rt least) they 
had subscribed. They distinctly sanctioned 
the course of treatmorit which’ I had laid 
hefore them, and if I may so express it, I 
‘received 3 mandate from them to carry it 
out. Had the case turned ant well those 
gentlemen would have been ready enough 
to claim thoir share of the triumph on the 
ground that they had intruated me with the 
eperation. it is absurd, therefore to thrust 
on mathe whole responsibility for a deciaon 
to which they were all consonting parties, 
simply becuuse the event belied the hopes 
that wero not unreasonably entertained. 
Tu showing that the German doctors are 
equally ungwerablo with mo, I am not try- 
ing to transfer any’ responsibility off my 
own shoulders, I only wish to show the 
shifty character of the men with whom I 
had todo. + 

‘ Beforo returning to England 1 learned 
on unimpeachable authority certain facts 
as toGerhardt's previous treatment of the 
cass that made me feel’ more anxious 
about jhis futurd’ than I had up to thon 
T have already said 
that the. Professor himeelf had touched ‘on 
the mattor very lightly in my presence, 
and which he mentioned in generat terms, 
that ho had used o galvanic cautery. 
naturally understood him ta mean that he 
had employed this powerful agent accord- 
ing to the recognized rules of surgical 
practice. When, therefore, [ was in 
formed that he bad applied the red-hot 
point to the interior of the larynx every 
day for nearly 9 fortnight I could hardly 
tring myself to believe it, In all my ex- 
perience I never heard of any one apply- 
ing a cautery to a patient’s larynx oftensr 
than once or at most twice a weok, and I 
hardly know which tu bo the moat aston- 
asbed at in the present instance, the thera- 
peutic energy of the physician or the en- 
duranuce of the patient. On twelve con- 
eetutive days, according to his own ad. 
mission, did this physician’ burn the 
Crown Prince’s larynx with » ‘red-hot 
wire and again on four subsequent veca- 
sions at short intervals, ' Finally, as if all 
thia were not euough, he thought it no- 

wear the edge ofe vocal chor 
with a fat burner. ‘Chere is no record in 
medical literature, -so far as I am aware, 
ida which the cautery—a most valuable 
agent if properly handled—was go terribly 
misused,’ 

Referring to hia frank discussion of the 
dangerous pussibilities of tho case with the 
members of the royal family, Mackenzie 
aaya: ‘With the Crown Prince himeolé 2] 
of courac could not discuss the situation 
with the axme freedom. While encourag- 
ing him es to his condition, I was careful 
not to say anything of a mislending cha- 
racter, Hovoll once observed to the Crown 
Princo: ‘I ean see’ that Dr. Bratimon in

saackenzie dweila in detail op the visit to 
San Remo and the confirmation of his worst 
fears in November that the disease was 
cancer...

After a moment of silence he 
grespid my hand and asid, with that emile 
of peculiar sweetness: which ao. well ex- 
pressed the mingled gentlencss and strength 
Gf hia character, ‘:T have lately ‘beon fear- 
ing something of this sort. I thenk you, 
Sir Morel, for being:so frank with me.” 
In all my long experience I have never seén 
man bear himself under. similar cireum- 
stances with such uneilected heroism.’ 

Here is Mackenzie's description of the 
operation of tracheotomy; ‘When every- 
ching was ready the Crown Frince passed 
through an adjoining room into an ordinary 
sitting-room, where it was atranged that 
the operation was to be performed, A bed 
was placed opposite one of the windows that 


was in an excellent’ light, Brammon pro-]. 


eceded to give chloreform, but as coon as 
the Grown. Prince became unconscious the 
administration ‘was continued by Krause, 
whilst [kept my finger un the pulse of the 
‘left. wrist. Shortiy- after Brammon had 
toade ‘his first incision I noticed that the 
pulse had become very weak and the face 
was blanched. In fact there we-e avidences 
of cardiac weakness, On raising the ayelid 
the pupil was sven’ to be widely dilated. 
The administration of chlorofurm was aus 
pended for a minute or two, when-the pulse 
became fairly good again and the operation 
Proceeded. . After this incision Brammon 
eeumed to begomoe a little: flurried, though 
not to such an extont as to prevent him 
from operating with skill, (n opening the 
windpipe, however, I nuticed that ha made 
his ineision a little to the right instead of 
in the middle Jing, The deviation appeared 
to me sy slight at that time thet I attachod

“After op ning the trachea, instead of at 
ence pian ing inte it a canula, os is mevally 
done by Englith eurgeooa, Brammon-helt 


aside the aides of the wound for a minute 
or two till the bleeding had ccased, and 
thon inserted a very long and sumowhnt 
{ funnol-shaped tube, I will frankly ows. 
that Brammon’s method of introducing th 
canula seemed tg me on improvement on 
the ordinary plan ‘of plunging the tubs inty 
tho windpipe as sugn’as it is open, a pro- 
seeding which-usually acta up severo spasms 
and a cough, When the operation was 
completed, [ congratulated Dr Branimon on 
ita success, I: have already said: that ino 
couse like the Crown Princo’s, ty cheotomy 
ja nog, ne 'a rule, a ioutter uf any difficulty ; 
bat, considering that u young surgeon waa 
operating on his fature sovercign, and that 
he wha, not uonaturally, somewhat annerved 
uy(ihe catastrophe so nearly caused by the 
ol form, I think ho did his work vory 
ell. Ov leaving the rom I suid to 
fovell, ‘Did you notice that the truches 
wus aprned o hittle to thu right of the mid- 
dle line?’ and that gentleman teplied, 1 
did, but I should aay considerably, rather 
than a Jittle.’ . 
_Mackanzie describes the details of tho 
hickecinss ameng the ductors in tha roomy 
diya following this operation about thu 
proper kind of tube to he used in the threat, 
and says: ‘My tuhe was tried too late? 
‘Thero ia an extended diary alsa of the fatal 
doy, April 12h. Thé Emperor was rapidly 
sinking, and Dr Mackenzis dutermined to 
try'a new tube, Ho anys: ‘Aa ron as the 
now tubo waa ready I diapatched a messenger 
for Professor Von’ Bergnvunn to request him 
to com as sion as possible ; meaning of 
cuurse, that I was anxious to prucocd to 
change the tube withont delay. Tu eonding 
off that mersige, little did I think it could 
havo such fatal eonzequences. It is notan 
cxaggeration to say that these hastiy 
scribbled ‘inca proved to bo the denth 
warrant of the Emp ror. Had I had tho 
slightest idua what was to follow, I shoud 
certainly not have allowed any ever punc- 
tilious notions of etiquette t@ mislead me 
into taking au disaatryus astep. At the 
moment, howover, it appeared to be the 
right thing to do.’ , 
Mackénzio says that Bergmann was 
greatly excited when he arrived, and be- 
haved in a most unaccountable manner. 
-He continves.: ‘We then proceeded to 
tho Emporor’s room accompanied — by 
Hovell, ench of us carrying soveral tubes, 
We found the Emperor engaged in writ- 
ing. His inspiration was distinctly andi- 
ble, but beyond this there wag hot tha 
alighteat indication of any difficulty in 
breathing. Bergmann placed a chair oppu» 
sito a window and asked the Emperor to ait 
down upon it, and theroupon without 
making any remark he quietly undid tho 
tape which kept the canula tn position, 
‘pullud the latter out, and with considerable 
force endeavored to insert one which ho 
had in his hand and which waa not provided 
with n pilot. The instrument was forced 
into tho neck, but no air cumo through it, 
The Emperor's breathing thereupon be- 
came very much embarassed, and the 
professor withdrew the tnbu. This waa 
fulluwed by a violent fit of coughing, and 
there was considerable hemorrhage, 
Borgmann next seized a canula covered 
with a aponge, eat the apongo quickly of 
and tried to push the tubo ‘into the 
windpipe again. No air came through the

‘This misplaced confidence brought the 
Emperor to an carly grave, Mackenzio 
failed to detect the cancer, I will not! 
speak of what took ploco in England or at 
San Remo up to the time tracheotamy was 
resorted to. At that timo De, Lundgraff, 
of whoao awkwardness Mackenzia speaks so 
sharply, noticed the growth of the cancer 
from week to week, while the distinguished 
specialist, Mackenzie, failed to notics the 
fact until it was tow lato ta do any goed,’ 

GERMAN OPINION, 

Only four ef tho Berlin newspapers pub- 
lished extracts from Bir Moroll’s book. ‘The 
others simply announce ita publication. 
The Vowiche Zeitung oabstaios from com- 
Ment upon it, but warmly admits Mao- 
kenzie’s broad and faithfal love for the late 
illustrious Kaiser, who trosted him per- 
fectly, and far above ths Gorman physicians, 
with tho customary impartiality ‘and keen 
insight inte mon’a naturea which dia- 
tinguished great: Frederick all through bis 
life. The reisinige thinks that, apart from 
all questiona in medical dispute, the book is 
a valuable addition to the knowledge of the 
Kaiser‘a life.
